PASADENA, Nov. 25—Fighting 


and wrestling with the men in charge 
of the North Pasadena Social club, 
with a loaded revolver bobbing about 
under their noses and a man threaten- 
ing to pull the trigger, Constables 
Wallis and Newell and posse succeeded 
in raiding the place today. William 
Thomas and F. E. Scott, otherwise 
known as Tait, were arrested after a 
hard encounter and charged with re 
sisting officers in the discharge of 
their duty. A drayload of beer and 
other intoxicants was seized and turn- 
ed over to the custody of the court. 


Today's raid was an outgrowth of 


the original raid on the place made 
early on the morning of Sunday, 
October 13. 
Wallace and Newell 


seized a quantity of beer and liquor 
at that time under authority of a 
search 
warrant issued 
by 
Justice 


Merrian. Later, Wallis went back to 
the club to make additional seizures 
and, according to report, was picked 
up bodily and ejected from the prem- 
ises. Upon the advice of Edwin F. 
Hahn, counsel for the anti-saloon 
league, Wallis reported to the district 
attorney. The public prosecutor con- 
sidered the resisting of an officer was 
a case that could be made to hold 
against the club people, and warrants 
were issued by Justice of the Peace 
Merrian of this city. These warrants 
were placed in the hands of Waliis and 
Newell this morning, and they started 
for North Pasadena, taking with them 
William Korstein, a special policeman, 
and V. L. Carroll, with a large dray. 


Con& table Wailis Bsrved hi» war- 


rants upon Thomas and Scott, while 
Wallis and the two recruits began to 
seise the wet goods. 
Wallis was in 


the act of smashing- the lock of a 
closet in which wines and liquors were 
stored, when Scott, who was standing 
by, grabed a revolver and threatened 
to shoot ft he touched the stores. 
Newell grabbed the weapon and with 
the assistance of Carroll wrenched it 
from the prisoner's grasp. 
Wallis 


drew the cartridges and then began 
to clean out the drinkables. 


Followed by his men he started to 


go down cellar, when Scott made an- 
other rush at the officers. Then' fol- 
lowed a free-for-all fight. Scott was 
finally thrown to the floor and hand- 
cuffed. 
In the mix-up Carroll 
was 


severely beaten. 


Thomas and Scott were taken to 


Pasadena for arraignment by Newell, 
and Wallis and the other men loaded 
all the drinkables in the place on the 
dray and brought them to the office of 
Justice Merriam. 


When arraigned in court Thomas 


and Scott gave bail in the sum of $1000 
each for their appearance Friday 
morning, at which time their examina- 
tion will be held.

Social club 


is organized in accordance with the 
form followed by all the social clubs 
that are doing business in Los An- 
geles county. On the occasion of the 
previous raid it was found that every 
demijohn 
and beer bottle had been 


labeled with the individual number of 
the club member. It was evident that 
those who were interested in the or- 
ganization were conducting it under 
the advice of some one skilled in the 
laws governing the distribution of in- 
toxicant.-; bv clubs.

iKirough irrigation art was also in great 
danger of nullification. 


This situation has 
lw>en 
brought 


about by the continuance on the stat- 
nle books of the timber and stone act, 
and the act allowing the use of timber 
MI public lands by mineral claimants. 
Under the first named act any person 
can eo into a 
public land office and 


acquire a tract of 100 acres of the finest 
timber land by payins 12.50 an acre 
(400) and f t he, usual fees and commis- 
sions, and by making affidavit that he 
or she is entering the land in good 
faith for his or her ownjindividual use 
because it is more valuable for timber 
than for agricultural purposes. 


Trie object of the passage of the law 


was all right, but the special agents of 
ibc interior department have discover- 
ed that vasl tracts have been entered, 
men and women acting as agents 
for 


.the big lumber companies and individ- 
ual operators. The first outcome of the 
investigations made by ihe interior de- j 
partment was a suit biought in Mon- ; 
rtana against 1'nited States Senator 
'Clark for the recovery of title to many 
'thousands of acres of land which had 
fbeea gained bv these alleged 
fraudu 


lent entries. The suit is still pending. 


The investigations were continued in 


states further west— Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California. As fast as 
suspicious circumstances developed the 
secretary suspended action on entries 
and directed 
that the entrymen be 


called upon to show cause why their 
entries should not be canceled. The 
latest oi'dttr of that kind was issued 
last month regarding lands in Oregon, 


. and morn drastic measures wore taken 


in California. An order was issued for 
'the withdrawal of millions of acres of 
- land in the northern part of that state, 
-with' a view 'to establishing several 
-forest reserves. This was the 
only 


way the secretary con Id discover to 


--checkmate the schemes of those who 


•were Irving to get these valuable lands 
for little money.

Tho early explorers nnd pioneers of 


the western part of the t'nlted States 
made the paths that are now the great 
railway highways of commerce. 
The 


old trulls of tht- plains, deserts and 
mountains and the routes of the pres- 
ent transcontinental railways arc close- 
ly associated, as In the greater num- 
ber of cases the big Western railroad! 
followed the course of 
the 
wagon 


tracks of fifty years ago. When the 
American colonies were declaring their 
independence of Great Britain the "old 
Spanish trail" was being laid out by a 
party under the command of Francisco 
Silvester Velez Escalante, In the inter- 
est of the Spanish missions in Califor- 
nia. 


This expedition left Santa Fe In July, 


177(1, and after traveling over what Is } 
now known as the San Juan country, 
reached a spot where Grand Junction, 
Colo., an Important present-day rail- 
way center Is located. From there the 
party "trailed" to Salt Lake,'and from 
there to Los Angeles, Cal. The new 
Denver and Northwestern 
Railroad 


and the Salt Lake and Los Angeles 
line will closely follow much of this 
old Spanish trail. 


The Union Pacific Railroad runs over 


the old Platte-Overlaud 
route 
from 


Oinaha to Ogden, and the Atchlson, 
Topeka and Santa Fc follows for uiAiiy 
hundreds of miles the old Santa Fe 
trail, while In Arizona the same road 
touches at many points the southern 
overland trail. 
The Santa Fe trail 


runs 
through the Raton Mountains 


(southern spurs of the ItoeUy Moun- 
tains in New Mexico), and the engi- 
ueers who built the Santa Fe Railroad 
found inauy problems solved in the 
way of mountain railway construction 
by simply following the trail of the 
Spaniards of many years ago. 


There are still to be seen along this 


trail Spanish houses that were built In 
the time when that part of the country 
was within Mexican territory, while 
there are also many roadhouses that 
fifty years ago dispensed cheer and 
comfort to the weary travelers who 
crossed the plains aud mountains for 
tho precious yellow metal. 


The Rio Grande system follows tho 


trails made by Gunnlsou in 18,">o-r>4. j 
'ihe Colorado Southern, from Fort Col- I 
lins to Trinidad, Colo., runs along the ! 
trail between Fort Laramte and Fort j 
Union, and the Oregon Short line is ' 
built along the Oregon trail from Salt 
Lake to Columbia. 
The Central I'a- 


ciflc, now owned by the Southern 1'a- 
citic, runs from Ogden to San Fran- 
cisco by a route that many years ago 
was traveled by Spaniards aud Indi- 
ans, across the northern -end of the 
Great American desert and through 
the beautiful Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains. 


From the snow-capped summit of the 


Sierra Nov.orla Mountains to tUe gt't-cii 
fields around San Francisco is a ques- 
tion of eight hours by the fast overland 
limited on the Southern Pacific, and 
along the route may still be seen the 
path or trail that years ago required 
many days of work and danger suc- 
cessfully to traverse.

fitting shoes—high 
heels make the 


pressure greiitor-b.v adding friction 
wo have u lU'cdli-like point formed In 
tin; .skin, and the greater the pressure 
the deeper the point will grow. Tlie 
best preventive remedy known is real- 
ly to go barefooted, but since this is 
not considered ethical in civilized life I 
will give a few .simple remedies which 
may be of some value for the alllicted: 


First.—Place on the corn a piece of 


cold, moist linen folded several times, 
wrap it up in dry linen, then go to bed. 
With this treatment the hard epider- 
mis swells up, and after six or eight 
hours the outer covering of the corn 
can be removed with u dull kmife. 
When this treatment has been followed 
for three or four days, a smnll needle- 
like growth (tlie corn) can be extracted 
without pain or bleeding. By washing 
the feet often in cold water the tender 
place will IIP.T! rapidly.' After getting 
rid of this corn It is well to wear shoes 
which are neither too large nor too 
small so as to avoid excessive pressure 
or friction. 


Second.—In place of the linen n crust 


of bread soaked in vltiegar may be ap- 
plied. 


Third.—Tho best application Is to 


soak a whole onion twenty-four hours 
in vinegar, then apply one of tlie layers 
of the onion to the corn and keep it in 
place by a bandage through the night. 
After repeating this procedure a few 
times the corn can be removed without 
«my trouble. Ry either of these simple 
applications this troublesome ngcnt 
can be ivinoved without any danger of 
blood poison and "free of charge."—St 
l.ouis Uopubllc.
